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Misery of 
roadworks 
for drivers 
in borough 

MOTORISTS in Dudley are 
facing more traffic misery 
after another set of road¬ 
works which will see streets 
closed for up to 16 weeks was 
announced. 

Work to replace old gas 
and water pipes will be car¬ 
ried out in Pensnett with 
drivers being warned to 
expect delays. It follows the 
announcement of a £lmil- 
lion flood prevention scheme 
in Stallings Lane, Kingswin- 
ford which is also due to 
start the same day. 

South Staffordshire 
Water and National Grid 
Gas are carrying out the 
work in Pensnett. 

A one-way system will be 
in place in High Oak and 
traffic will only be able to 
enter from High Street. 

On the weekend of August 
11 and 12 and then from 
August 18 for around four 
weeks Broad Street will be 
closed from the junction 
with Commonside. There 
will be temporary traffic 
lights in Commonside on the 
junction with Tiled House 
Lane. 

Further work will be car¬ 
ried out in the following 
weeks and details will be 
announced nearer the time. 

Residents and businesses 
in the area have been con¬ 
tacted about the work by the 
council. Teg Chochan, man¬ 
ager of the Loaf sandwich 
bar in High Street, said he 
was worried about the effect 
the roadworks will have on 
delivery times. 

“I think it’s going to have 
a huge impact on the busi¬ 
ness.”

HOMES PLAN FOR 
FIRE STATION SITE

Tributes paid as 
former deputy 
mayor Jeff dies 


HALESOWEN Fire Station could be demolished and 
replaced with 22 new homes if planning permission is 
granted for the scheme. The station shut in April despite 
a public campaign to save it from closure. 

It followed the merger of Halesowen and Cradley Heath fire stations and the axing 
of one of the two 24-hour crews. The decision followed in the wake of the fire service 
being hit with £10 million in government funding cuts between 2011 and 2013. 

Now fire chiefs are seeking planning permission for the housing development ahead 

of putting the building on the market. 

A new £3million fire station serving 
both Halesowen and Cradley Heath will 
be built on the site of former municipal 
buildings in Halesowen Road, Cradley 
Heath. 

Firefighters based in Halesowen have 
been redeployed to other stations in the 
area until new fire hub opens. 

West Midlands Fire Service has sub¬ 
mitted a planning application for new 
homes on the site of old Halesowen sta¬ 
tion. 

The proposals are for a mix of two and 
three bedroom homes, a report by agent 
Rob Duncan says. 

Character 

“It is anticipated that they will be of 
typical brick and tile construction to 
reflect the established character of the 
wider residential area,” he adds. 

The Cradley Heath station will also be 
sold off to help make £1.5m from the sale 
of the two sites. 

Campaigners had battled to save the 
Halesowen station but the costs of the 
legal battle proved too heavy for them to 
continue the fight. 

They would have needed to find up to 
£60,000 to fund a planned judicial 
review. 

One of their main concerns was they 
feared the merger would leave the area 
poorly protected in an emergency. 

In 2010-11, Halesowen attended 
about 535 incidents. 

Cradley Heath firefighters went out to 
about 1,000. 

The Cradley Heath station will also be 
sold off to help make £1.5m from the sale 
of the two sites.

TRIBUTES have been paid to a former 
deputy mayor of Dudley who has died after 
a short battle with cancer. Retired metal 
polisher Jeff Jewkes 
served on Dudley 
Council, for the Gor- 
nal ward, between 
1990 and 2002. 

During his time on 
the authority, he was 
chairman of the 
select committee for 
culture and regenera¬ 
tion. 

He was also vice- 
Jeff Jewkes chairman of the per¬ 
sonnel, policy and 
leisure committees. Mr Jewkes, who worked 
at GKN in Bilston, was appointed deputy 
mayor of Dudley in 2001. He died at Russells 
Hall Hospital after being diagnosed with 
terminal cancer six weeks ago. He was 70. 

Friend and Labour Party colleague Coun¬ 
cillor Ken Finch said Mr Jewkes had 
“always given 100 per cent” when repre¬ 
senting residents in Gornal. 

“Jeff was a very good friend of mine, and 
I had known him a long time. He was a very 
devoted councillor and member of the 
Labour Party,” he said. 

“We could always rely on Jeff to give 100 
per cent support, whatever the cause..” 

Dudley North MP Ian Austin also praised 
Mr Jewkes’s service, saying: “We’re all very 
upset by the terrible news.”

'Oiuggers' 
facing a 
borough 
crackdown 

CHARITY collectors in 
Dudley face a crackdown on 
when and where they can 
work in an attempt to stop 
them pestering shoppers. 

The so-called charity mug¬ 
gers or “chuggers” line the 
streets in towns across the 
borough and in particular 
Dudley Market Place. 

Dudley Council ruled last 
year that they should carry a 
licence but they insist the law 
does not apply to them as 
they do not collect cash. 

The Public Fundraising 
Regulatory Authority has 
offered to hold talks with the 
council to reach a voluntary 
agreement similar to Wolver¬ 
hampton, where collectors 
are limited to certain streets. 

Council bosses insist a 
review by Lord Hodgson has 
shown tighter controls are 
needed and that the chuggers 
should be licensed. 

The report, published last 
week, recommended greater 
powers for councils to curb 
aggressive collectors. Dudley 
Council will now look at the 
recommendations before 
deciding whether to enforce 
stricter working times. 

PFRA spokeswoman 
Catharine Pusey agreed 
Lord Hodgson said there was 
a need to restrict or regulate 
fundraising and that the 
group was already in talks 
with 19 councils. 

“We would welcome the 
authority with open arms,” 
she added. Councillor Gaye 
Partridge, said: “We will 
carefully consider the recom¬ 
mendations.”

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New cash gives boost to town funds 


A MULTI-MILLION pound revamp 
of historic buildings in Dudley has 
been boosted after new funding was 
secured. 

Some of the cash will be spent on 
repairs and the restoration of run¬ 
down shopfronts and buildings. 

Money will also be spent on work 
to bring derelict sites of architec¬ 
tural interest back into use. Some 
£229,000 of European cash will go to 
the ongoing Townscape Heritage 


Initiative, which is aimed at boost¬ 
ing Dudley’s prosperity by attract¬ 
ing businesses and creating jobs. 

The rest of the money is coming 
from the Heritage Lottery Fund, 
English Heritage, the Housing and 
Communities Agency and Dudley 
Council. 

Fears were raised nearly two 
years ago that the project would not 
go ahead when £2.15m funding from 
the regional development agency 


Advantage West Midlands fell 
through. But council chiefs say it is 
back on track - and they will decide 
in the coming weeks which build¬ 
ings to spend the money on. 

They say they will look at “gate¬ 
way” buildings, having already 
revamped the former Crown pub in 
Wolverhampton Street, Baylies Hall 
in Tower Street and the old Ace 
Disks shop at the top of High Street. 

Councillor Shaukat Ali, said: 


“Securing this funding will ensure 
more excellent work through the 
Townscape Heritage Initiative can 
be carried out.” 

Norman Price, deputy chairman 
of the West Midlands European 
Regional Development Fund local 
management committee said: “To 
improve the overall performance of 
an area and its economy you have to 
get the foundations right.

Satnam Bhogal added: “It 
has been absolute chaos 
since they brought in all 
these signs.”

Hospital chief in apology to Owen's parents

THE CHIEF executive of Dudley’s 
Russells Hall Hospital has apolo¬ 
gised to the grief-stricken parents 
of an eight-year-old boy for the way 
staff treated them after his sudden 
death. 

David and Rowena Jeremy say 
they had no support from staff at 
the hospital to guide them through 
the process when he died after an 
asthma attack. 

They were even left to look for a 
telephone number so they could 
call a taxi to go home. The couple 


attended a release of balloons in 
memory of Owen by pupils in his 
year at Fairhaven Primary School, 
Wordsley last week. 

A total of 300 balloons, each car¬ 
rying a message from a youngster 
and a photograph of Owen, were 
released during the day - and 
coaches from Owen’s favourite 
team, Aston Villa, held sessions 
with pupils as a tribute to him. 

Owen died at the hospital on 
May 24 when he suffered a cardiac 
arrest soon after being given 


adrenaline. His parents, of Prim¬ 
rose Hill, Wordsley, have with¬ 
drawn a complaint about Owen’s 
treatment, in which they chal¬ 
lenged a decision to give him adren¬ 
aline even though his heart was 
racing. 

Upset 

The couple were upset after they 
found staff had not removed 
medical tubes from Owen’s body 
when they went to say their final 
farewell to him four hours after his 
death. Paula Clark, chief executive 


of The Dudley Group NHS Founda¬ 
tion Trust, says in a letter she is 
“extremely sorry” that a rapid 
response team meant to give infor¬ 
mation to bereaved parents did not 
contact them. 

She adds: “In future staff have 
been asked to arrange a local taxi 
for bereaved relatives to get home 
safely, if no-one is available to 
collect them from the hospital.” 

She also apologised for the “addi¬ 
tional distress” caused by a failure 
to remove Owen’s tubes.

"pajor scheme for town 
1 hits a chord with folk 


MORE than 700 people turned out to g ive their 
views on a multi-million pound regeneration 
scheme in the heart of Dudley - with the 
scheme finding favour with many residents. 

Experts were on hand at the town’s Churchill Precinct to 
talk people through plans developed by property firm Aven- 
bury for the largely derelict Porters Field site, including the 
long disused Cavendish 
House. 

Many residents who 
stopped to look at the plans 
during the exhibition on 
Friday and Saturday said 
they were in favour of such a 
development and that work 
to regenerate that section of 
the town was long overdue. 

Proposals drawn up would 
see the boarded-up 
Cavendish House building 
demolished and replaced 
with an 800,000sq ft super¬ 
market. 

A restaurant and other 
leisure facilities are also 
planned. 

Additional space at the 
site, which would be called 
Porters Field, would be 
created by rerouting exist¬ 
ing Trindle Road to bring it 
parallel with Duncan 
Edwards Way. If successful 
the scheme would create 
around 500 jobs in the town. 

Leroy Holness, aged 58, of 
Dudley, said: “We need 
something to bring some life 
back into the heart of the 
town.” 

Patrick Nicholas, aged 48, 
of Junction Street, Dudley, 
said: “The town has been in 
decline for too long.”

GOVERNORS at a Sedgley 
school have decided to close 
its long-running playgroup 
despite protests from 
parents. 

One mother says, as a 
result, she will choose a dif¬ 
ferent school for her daugh¬ 
ter to attend. 

Governors at Hurst Hill 
Primary School, Paul Street, 
say the group, which has 
been open for two-year-olds 
for 17 years, is “not finan¬ 
cially viable.”

Hotel plans 
approved 

PLANS for a 63-bed hotel for Dudley, which 
will create 25 jobs, have been the given the 
go-ahead by council chiefs. 

The £3.5 million Premier Inn will open in 
Castlegate Business Park before autumn 
next year. It will have parking spaces for 65 
cars and a restaurant. The building now has 
planning permission from Dudley Council. 

Bosses at the hotel chain say the building 
will bring a boost for businesses and 
tourism. 

John Bates, head of acquisitions for 
Premier Inn owners Whitbread Hotels and 
Restaurants, previously said: “Castlegate 
Business Park is an ideal location for a new 
Premier Inn in the Black Country, with 
great road access.” 

The development will be built on land 
owned by the Homes and Communities 
Agency. The scheme by commercial property 
developer Stoford will also comprise car 
parking and an unnamed restaurant. 

No objections were lodged about the hotel 
scheme from the highways department. 


THE distraught widow of a Halesowen man 
who died from heart failure following knee 
replacement surgery has told how an inquest 
into his death has left her with unanswered 
questions. 

Angela Collett, aged 52, wept at the conclusion of the 
hearing at Birmingham Coroners Court into the death of 
her husband Robert. Mr Collett, a 62-year-old part-time 
driver, of Blagdon Road, had elected to have knee surgery 
at the Royal Orthopaedic Hospital, Birmingham, in Febru¬ 
ary last year. 

In summing up the case, coroner for 
Birmingham and Solihull, Aidan Cotter 
said Mr Collett felt chest pain soon after he 
was anaesthetised. 

Later in the operation, Mr Cotter said the 
patient was coughing and an anaesthetist 
diagnosed him with fluid on the lungs. 

The coroner said: “The anaesthetist 
decided the operation should proceed 
although the surgeon twice asked if surgery 
should continue.” 

Shortly after the operation, Mr Collett 
appeared ashen so was immediately trans¬ 
ferred to a bed and put in a sitting position. 

Surgery 

He then suffered a heart attack and was 
taken to intensive care at Birmingham City 
Hospital but died. 

Mr Cotter last week recorded a verdict of 
death following elective surgery. Mrs Collett 
had been a clinical nurse specialist at the 
Royal Orthopaedic Hospital but has now 
left and is launching a legal battle . 

She said: “Despite the inquest I still have 
questions about why the surgery went 
ahead in the first place when Robert was 
showing clear signs of being unwell before 
and during the operation.” 

Lindsey Webb, director of nursing and 
governance at the hospital and Graham 
Bragg, deputy chief executive, issued a joint 
statement offering their “sincere condo¬ 
lences” to the family.

£lm flood prevention 
scheme to close roads 


ONE of Dudley’s busiest roads 
has closed for six weeks for a £1 
million flood prevention scheme 
to be carried out. 

A section of Stallings Lane, Kingswinford, 
has been cut off to traffic while new sewer 
pipes are installed and for construction of a 
large underground flood storage tank in 
Broadmeadow. 

The closure will run from Charterfield 
Drive to the entrance to the industrial estate 
further up the road. 

A short length of Ham Lane will also be 
closed off for sewer pipes to be installed. 

Dudley Council is working with Severn 
Trent Water, South Staffordshire Water, 
IWS and Enterprise on the scheme which is 
due to finish in early September. 

The work is being carried out to prevent 
serious flooding in Stallings Lane and Hins- 
ford Close. There have been problems along 
the roads recorded in 2002, 2005, 2007 and 
2009. 

Council officials said they would try to 
minimise disruption and had planned the 
work for the school summer holidays when 
the road is less busy 

But they admitted some inconvenience 
would be inevitable and said some residents 
may experience disruption to their water 
supply during the project. 

A diversion has been set up via Tansey 
Green Road, Dreadnought Road, High 
Street and Moss Grove which will add 
around a mile to journeys. 

Council bosses said businesses along the 
route would be open as usual and access to 
commercial and domestic properties would 
be maintained throughout.

New battle set to start on 


proposal for waste site 


RESIDENTS are gearing up for a new battle 
as final plans are drawn up for a controver¬ 
sial new waste processing plant on a £120 
million business park. 

Developers are set to submit an applica¬ 
tion for the plant at Coseley Eco Park in the 
coming weeks but campaigners say it could 
be harmful to the environment and want 
the plans refused. 

Site owners Skelton Group Investments 
got the go-ahead in May for the main park, 
which will create up to 1,300jobs on 66 acres 
between Birmingham New Road and 
Sedgley Road West. 

Developers waited until getting the green 
light before submitting the waste plant 
plans, angering residents fear it will go 
through “as an afterthought”. The plans 


were withdrawn at the end of last year, pre¬ 
venting campaigners’ objections from being 
aired at the planning meeting where the 
decision was made. 

Locals are concerned the fumes coming 
from the chimney of the energy recovery 
facility, which will be used to power part of 
the site, could pollute the atmosphere. 

They are now starting another petition - 
after gathering more than 130 names last 
time - and will send objection letters to the 
council. 

Carla Lavender-Ward, of Thunderbolt 
Way, said: “We still feel very strongly about 
having this development on our doorstep.” 

But bosses say the plant is an environ¬ 
mentally friendly method of producing 
power.

When tree fellers had 
jills to do the lumbering 


THEY came to Staffordshire 
to fell trees for vital timber in 
the Second World War, some 
of them still teenagers away 
from home for the first time. 

Just like Jack in the children’s 
nursery rhyme had his Jill, so the lum¬ 
berjacks of Cannock Forest had their 
lumberjills to take over their work 
when they were called to fight at the 
Front. 

Now the search is on to find women 
who worked in Staffordshire’s wood¬ 
lands during the 1939-45 conflict. The 
little-known lumberjills made a crucial 
contribution supplying timber for use 
as pit props and aircraft manufacture, 
and even in bomb-making. 

At its peak, the Women’s Timber 
Corps, set up 70 years ago, had about 
8,000 members, young women who 
were billeted with families or in camps. 

They felled and planted trees, meas-

ured them and drove tractors. 
Members of the WTC, an off-shoot of 
the Land Army, wore distinctive green 
uniforms and had their own beret 
badge featuring a conifer tree. 

Today there are still lumberjills but 
these days machinery does much of the 
heavy work. Jason MacLean, of the 
Forestry Commission, which has 
launched the lumberjill search, said: 
“It was tough work back then as every 
tree had to be cut down by hand. 

“Even in wartime the women per¬ 
forming this work could cut down 30 
trees using a two-hander cross saw if 
they became very proficient. They 
really blazed a trail for the women who 
came after them.” 

Modern-day lumberjill Jacqui Black¬ 
ford, based at Birches Valley on 
Cannock, Chase does not chop down 
trees but is involved in the important 
work of introducing schoolchildren to 


the forest and helping to educate them 
about this special environment. 

Her female colleagues are involved 
in planning, planting, design and man¬ 
agement of the forest and many can 
use a chainsaw if required. 

The 49-year-old former veterinary 
nurse said: “I’ve always been an 
outdoor girl, and it’s nice now to have 
the forest as your office or classroom. 

“Education has become an impor¬ 
tant part of our work.” 

The Forestry Commission say many 
women from the region must have 
served as lumberjills in the war but 
very little is known about where they 
were posted locally. Possible postings 
could have included Cannock Forest.

A PLANNING application for a 
waste recycling plant in Brierley 
Hill will be submitted following 
the end of a public consultation 
into the proposal. 

About 60 people turned out for the two- 
day consultation event at the Brierley Hill 
Project to view Clean Power’s plans for the 
plant on land off Moor Street. 

The firm will now review feedback from 
the consultation before submitting a plan¬ 
ning application to Dudley Council by the 
end of next month. Residents raised some 
concerns about the plans at the consulta¬ 
tion. 

There were fears the development would 
lead to an increase in traffic. 

Clean Power spokeswoman Jessica 
Stewart said: “We’re very pleased with last 
week’s exhibitions. Around 60 local resi¬ 
dents came along to view the proposals and 
on the whole, feedback was positive.” 

The proposed plant would turn domestic 
and commercial waste into gas to generate 
electricity for up to 8,000 homes. The firm 
said the process would release low emissions 
without odour. It would also create 30 jobs. 

Ms Steward added: “Using feedback from 
the consultation, we plan to submit a plan¬ 
ning application to Dudley Council in the 
coming month. 

“After this, the council will also consult 
the community and key stakeholders.” 

Points raised at the public consultation 
included concerns over increased traffic 
from lorries taking waste to the plant. 
Bosses said there would be up to 60 lorry 
movements to and from the site a day.

SIX new 100-hour-a-week 
pharmacies could open in 
Dudley this year under a com¬ 
petition law loophole. 

Under the law, to open a 
pharmacy an applicant needs 
approval from the local NHS 
body, but if it is going to be 
open for just 100 hours a 
week, it is granted an exemp¬ 
tion. 

Since 2005 seven new 100- 
hour-a-week pharmacies 
have opened in Dudley, taking 
the number of chemists in the 
borough up to 70. 

Two others have been 
approved, but not yet opened, 
while another four have been 
proposed, three of which are 
in Brierley Hill. 


Man in bus bomb hoax 


POLICE stopped and 
searched a bus in Dudley 
after a drunken man made a 
999 call saying there may be a 
bomb on board, a court 
heard. 

Sean Long later told police he had 
made the call to gain attention after a 
row with his girlfriend. 

Dudley Magistrates Court heard he 
told officers he had overheard a conver¬ 
sation about a bomb on the 126 bus in 
Birmingham New Road, Dudley, on 
July 1. Long, aged 26, of Tryan Road, 
Nuneaton, admitted causing a bomb 
hoax. Sentencing was adjourned to 
August 6 for reports. 

Mr Mark Cooper, prosecuting, told 


the court police received the 999 call 
from a “drunken man” at 4.55pm. 

The bus was stopped and searched 
by officers but nothing suspicious was 
found. Long had already got off the bus 
by then but he was arrested when he 
turned up at Brierley Hill police 
station to answer bail for a separate 
matter, said Mr Cooper. 

Girlfriend 

He told police he was drunk after 
having an argument with his girlfriend 
and had made up overhearing a conver¬ 
sation about a bomb to get some atten¬ 
tion. 

Miss Dawn Foxall, defending, said 
Long was “deeply regretful” about 
what happened and did not know what 
had come over him. 


“His life has taken a turn for the 
worse in the last six months or so - he 
has lost his job, his relationship has 
broken down and he is having a 
custody battle with his ex-partner over 
his only child,” she added. 

“He has spiralled into depression 
and has not been acting himself. 

“It was clear very early on this was 
most likely a hoax but the relevant pre¬ 
cautions had to be taken.” 

Miss Foxall said the police were 
aware that the man on the phone was 
intoxicated, and there was limited dis¬ 
ruption. 

The bus, which was travelling from 
Birmingham to Dudley, was quickly 
identified and searched. 

Passengers were not made aware of 
the reason for searching the bus. 


Police are handing out 
advice over sex attacks 


POLICE chiefs are giving revellers 
advice as part of a new safety campaign 
to reduce sexual attacks in towns and 
cities. 

Officers across the West Mercia force 
area - which includes Wyre Forest and 
Hagley - will speak to young people on 
nights out from tonight to encourage 
them not to drink too much, to stay in 
control and to look after their friends. 

They say people should ensure that 
anyone who has had too much to drink 
are put into taxis so they get home safely. 

Detective Inspector Callie Bradley 
from the force’s public protection unit 
said: “Research shows young people 
aged between 13 and 24 are most likely 


to become victims of a serious sexual 
offence between 9pm and 3am on Friday 
and Saturday nights and that the 
number of rapes and serious sexual 
offences increase between June and 
August. 

“Drinking to excess might seem like 
fun at the time, but it can make you 
extremely vulnerable. 

“When you drink your inhibitions are 
much lower, which might cause you to 
take risks you wouldn’t usually take. 

“This could mean going home with 
someone you don’t know and - in the 
worst cases - end up being a victim or 
offender of a serious sexual offence,” he 
added.

School plans to 
resubmit its bid 
after rejection 


AN INDEPENDENT school in Kidderminster will continue 
to charge tuition fees to students for at least another two years 
after its bid to become a free school was turned down by the 
Government. Holy Trinity International School’s application 
was not among the 102 approved by the Department for Edu¬ 
cation in the latest round. 
But staff say they will resub¬ 
mit the bid for the next appli¬ 
cation round later this year 
which if successful could see 
the site opening as a free 
school in 2014. 

The Government has not 
made public the reasons for 
ruling against the applica¬ 
tion, which would have led to 
a large number of new school 
places being available. Free 
schools are run by groups of 
parents, teachers, governors, 
charities, trusts, religious 
and voluntary groups. 

They are funded by central 
Government and are inde¬ 
pendent of local councils, 
giving them greater control 
over their curriculum, teach¬ 
ers’ pay and conditions, and 
the length of school terms 
and days.

Man jailed for using a 
toy gun in robbery bid 


A THUG who was wielding a fake gun threatened a shop¬ 
keeper during a raid on a store he used regularly as a cus¬ 
tomer, a court was told. 

Neil Timmins pulled a pistol from his bag and pushed it into the stomach of Mohammed 
Khan when the shop was empty, Wolverhampton Crown Court was told. Mr Khan was 


working at Minty’s off-licence in Wolver¬ 
hampton Street, Dudley, when the 33-year- 
old raider struck at 7.15pm on June 8. 

Prosecutor Mark Rees said Timmins 
waited for the store to empty of shoppers 
before turning on Mr Khan. 

Mr Rees added: “He produced a handgun 
from a bag he was carrying and pushed it 
into the stomach of the shop assistant who 
thought he was going to be shot. 

“Timmins said: ‘Give me the money.’ 

“But despite thinking he was going to be 
shot, Mr Khan grabbed hold of the gun and 
tried to wrestle it from the defendant. 

“Then the gun broke and Mr Khan 
realised that it was a plastic toy.” 

At this stage Jamie Cartwright, who had 
accompanied Timmins in to the store, 
started throwing drink cartons around the

store before smashing the front window. 

A passing police car gave chase to the two 
men, concluded Mr Rees. 

Timmins, from Mullett Street, Pensnett, 
admitted attempted robbery and possessing 
an immitation firearm and was jailed for 
three years.

Cartwright, 18, from Barnfield Road, 
Stourport, who played no part in the 
robbery and had not realised that the other 
man had a plastic gun, pleaded guilty to 
damaging the shop window.

Quarry gets warning on 
breaching agreed hours 


OPERATORS at a Dudley quarry 
have been caught working 
outside their allowed hours - and 
warned they face prosecution if it 
continues. 

Managers at the Ketley Quarry, 
Kingswinford, have been served a breach of 
condition notice by Dudley Council. 

It comes after residents complained 
trucks were entering the site, in Ketley 
Road, before the permitted 7.30am start 
time. Tile and brick makers Hinton, Perry 
and Davenhill must abide by the rules or 
face a maximum fine of £1,000. 

Permission was recently granted for the 
quarry to open to loaded vehicles at 7.30am 
instead of 8am despite residents’ objections. 

And the family firm has revealed plans to 
open the quarry at 7am, angering locals who 
say queueing lorries clog up the road. 

Campaigners who complained that lorries 
were arriving too early have welcomed the 
council’s response. 

Ward councillor Patrick Harley said: 
“None of us want to see the quarry close and 
we want the company to thrive but they 
need to be a responsible neighbour.” 

Alex Patrick-Smith, managing director of 
Hinton Perry and Davenhill, said: “A breach 
of conditions notice has been served by the 
council relating to our operators bringing 
clay on to the site around 15 or 20 minutes 
earlier than the start time in our planning 
consent. 

“This has now stopped and will be strictly 
policed. We want to be good neighbours. 

Councillor Shaukat Ali confirmed that a 
breach of condition notice had been served 
on Hinton Perry and Davenhill for breaches 
of the planning consent.

Dudley developer SEP has lodged an 
application to build the two-storey building 
of six flats behind The Broadway Inn, Stour¬ 
bridge.

A BLACK COUNTRY brewery has been 
given the go-ahead to expand in moves 
that will see production increase by 50 per 
cent. 

Dudley Council has approved plans for 
a three-storey extension at Holden’s 
Brewery in Woodsetton. 

The £200,000 expansion at the site in 
George Street will include a 70,000-pint 
storage tank and two fermenting vessels. 

It will mean production of the 
brewery’s five beers can be stepped up 
from 50,000 to 75,000 pints per week. 

Managing director Jonothan Holden 
said: “This is an exciting time for the 
brewery. In the current financial climate 
to think we are doing well is very pleasing. 

“I think it is down to our good, local 
product, its price and the quality of land¬ 
lords who sell it on.” 

The brewery’s expansion plans also 
include exporting one beer, called Golden 
Special Bitter, to Japan. 


To support the move the company has 
also opened a new bottle store and office 
space at its site. 

Mr Holden said: “We are finding that 
people really enjoy the organic taste of 
our cask ale beers - there is a real market 
for them. It will be great not just to serve 
in the West Midlands, but also the high 
street.” 

Ground work is already complete for 
the site expansion, with work to begin 
soon on the storage space. 

The plan follows an earlier one, also 
approved by Dudley Council, which was 
for a two-storey expansion. 

However, this was dropped for the new 
scheme, which could be followed by 
further work at the site over the next two 
years. Bosses have said they hope to build 
a brewing house, with a planning applica¬ 
tion likely to be submitted next year. 

The firm is one of the oldest of its kind 
in the area and was started in 1915. 


Blitz on mini-motos

Anyone seen riding recklessly 
will be stopped by officers who 
will warn them about their 
conduct. 

Bikes will be removed or seized 
by officers in serious cases. 

Nuisance 

Police encouraged residents to 
report any rides taking place on 
nearby fields. 

Sgt Duncan Rudge, from the 
Cradley and Wollescote Neigh¬ 
bourhood Team, said: “We urge 
local people who are affected by 
the nuisance of off-road bikers to 
pass on information to us so we 
can continue to address the 
problem and reduce anti-social 
behaviour in the area.” 


Ward councillor Tim Crumpton 
welcomed the extra patrols by 
officers, saying riders were 
risking serious injury. 

“These riders are generally 
uninsured and when they go on 
the road they are illegal,” he said. 

“If they are involved in an acci¬ 
dent then who is going to pay out? 

“I’ve got nothing against people 
having fun but there are places 
that they can go to to do this 
legally.” 

Police reiterated the law stating 
off-road motorbikes and mini 
motorbikes can only legally be 
ridden on private land with the 
landowner’s permission.

known for his comic skills, 
though there were some 
unintentionally funny sneers from 
him when he played the villain in 
007 epic Die Another Day 10 years 
ago. However, he clearly had a 
great time when he was cast in 
comedy drama Vexed (Wednesday, 
BBC2, 9pm) in 2009. 

If you missed that first run when it 
aired a year later, it centred on Jack 
Armstrong and Kate Bishop, 
detectives who were completely 
mismatched. The former was one of 
the worst private eyes of all time, 
while the latter tried to do a good 
job, but kept getting dragged down 
by Jack. 

Now series one actress Lucy 
Punch has moved on to other 
projects, for the first of a six-part 
series, Jack is teamed with new 
partner Georgina Dixon (Miranda 
Raison). She’s an ambitious officer 
who has been promoted to detective 
inspector and has no reservations 
about expressing her disdain for 
Jack’s sloppy approach to crime¬ 
solving. 


Naturally the duo have to put aside 
their differences when they 
investigate the strange death of an 
egocentric car salesman. Stephens 
loved making the first series, not 
least because it gave him a rare 
chance to do comedy on TV instead 
of the dramatic roles he was known 
for. “It was kind of like having a 
vacation for me,” he remarked at the 
time. It helped that his character was 
such a bumbling detective instead of 
a shrewd villain hell bent on world 
domination. “I just had to turn up 
every day and have fun,” he smiles. 

As any theatre luwie will tell you, 
Toby is the son of acclaimed actors 
Robert Stephens and Maggie Smith. 
So, partly because of genetics and 
partly through seeing a lot of theatre 
when he was young, it was 
inevitable he would start treading the 
boards. He made his film debut 20 
years ago in Tilda Swinton movie 
Orlando, and impressed many with 
TV hit The Camomile Lawn. Roles in 
a film version of Twelfth Night and 
Space Cowboys (in which he played 
a younger version of director/star 
Clint Eastwood) kept the wolf from 


the door, but it was his turn as 
egomaniacal Gustav Graves in Die 
Another Day that could have 
changed his life forever. 

It didn’t hurt that Pierce Brosnan’s 
final 007 epic made millions at the 
box office and put Stephens on the 
map of many Hollywood casting 
agents who may have been 
indifferent to his earlier work. 
However, given the choice 
between spending days and 
maybe months in LA waiting for 
the phone to ring, and then playing 
generic villains in assorted epics, 
or working on lower paid theatre/ 
TV work, he chose the latter. “Once 
you’ve done a villain, that’s all you 
end up doing,” he remarked. You 
can see his point. 

Charming, good looking and most 
of all British, he ticks all the boxes 
for any uninspired Tinseltown 
director looking for the next 
antagonist for their blockbuster. 

Jack Armstrong may spend a lot of 
time vexed about his work, but his 
real life alter ego could hold a 
masterclass in tickling ribs, as this 
first episode proves.

invading gardens 

The persistent rain has brought slugs and snails out in their 
droves. HANNAH STEPHENSON looks at ways to contain 
these pests which thrive in warm, wet weather

THERE’S no doubt about it - 
slugs and snails are having a 
field day thanks to all the rain 
we’ve had, eating bedding 
plants, chomping on vegeta¬ 
bles and munching their way 
through gardens nationwide. 

The more vigilant among us have 
been doing morning and evening 
patrols, picking off the slippery suckers 
before they wreak havoc with our 
prized plants and suitably disposing of 
them. 

As slugs and snails are particularly 
rampant in my area, I have resorted to 
putting young leafy plants, which 
these pests love, in pots and either 
placing the pots on metal stands which 
slugs have trouble in climbing, or 
putting copper strips around the pots 
to deter them. 

Deter 

The copper contains a minute elec¬ 
trical charge to deter the slug or snail. 
But even these have limited effective¬ 


ness and some still manage to reach the 
plants. 

“Slugs and snails are likely to be 
breeding more successfully this year,” 
says Andrew Salisbury, senior ento¬ 
mologist with the RHS. 

“They will take advantage of any 
warm, wet weather to breed and often 
you find slug and snail eggs in damp 
and sheltered situations. The eggs are 
in groups a few millimetres across, 
spherical in shape and opaque white 
and you will need to dispose of them.” 

Don’t throw slugs and snails over 
the neighbour’s fence or into your 
garden refuse trug, he advises, because 
they will just escape and return to your 
plants. 

Secateurs 

The only way to get rid of them effec¬ 
tively (the squeamish perhaps should¬ 
n’t read on) is to do it with a pair of 
secateurs or plop them into a bag and 
bin them. “I’ve seen figures that there 
are 15,000 slugs a year in an average 
garden,” he adds. That’s a lot of seca¬ 
teur work. 

They will travel great dis¬ 
tances for a tasty morsel. Salis¬ 
bury has seen evidence of slug 
damage on really tall clematis 
and on magnolia flowers - they 
will go up and down a tree in a 
night, he says. 

Even now, the most effective 
method of reducing these 
slimy pests is to use slug 
pellets, he says. 

There are many types on the 
market, some of which are 
organic, but you’ll need to re¬ 
apply them regularly in rainy 
weather, when they will break 
down quickly. 

Alternatively, invest in a 


nematode biological control, a para¬ 
sitic worm which works its way into the 
soil and will kill slugs underground, 
but may not be so effective on snails 
which tend to remain on the surface. 

Nematode controls are available 
from mail order biological control sup¬ 
pliers and come as a powder which 
dilutes into water. The nematodes pen¬ 
etrate the slugs’ body and release bac¬ 
teria to kill the slugs, and should last 
around six weeks. 

Beer traps and copper tapes around 
pots may help to some extent, but they 
won’t eliminate the problem. 

“You will never totally eliminate slug 
and snail damage in weather like this,” 
he concludes, “but you can try to 
reduce the risk.” 

Encourage predators such as hedge¬ 
hogs, frogs and toads into your garden 
by leaving a patch of wild area or 
installing a pond. 

You can also encourage snail-eating 
birds such as thrushes into your 
garden by planting shrubs and trees 
which bear berries and create a nesting 
area. 

Some slugs spend a lot of their time 
below soil level, feeding on bulbs, 
tubers including potatoes and roots. 
Snails are much less active in winter, 
but slugs will feed whatever the 
weather. 

You could also plant sacrificial crops 
such as lettuce, which slugs love, to dis¬ 
tract them from the crops you really 
value. 

If you don’t want an endless battle 
with these slimy creatures, the best 
solution is to plant species which they 
don’t like, such as hardy cranesbill 
geraniums, hydrangea, pinks, hebes, 
potentilla, lavatera and plants with 
hairy or narrow leaves, or succulent 
types such as sedum.

“I bumped into Usain Bolt 
last week and he followed me 
into a cupboard,” said the 
26-year-old. 

“He thought it was the 
toilet so we had a little giggle 
and I sent him on his way. He 
was a nice guy, down to earth 
and it was great to see him 
there because he’s a massive 
inspiration. 

“We didn’t really talk that 
much as I thought I’d leave 
him to get on with his train¬ 
ing. 

Direction 

“There were a lot of spec¬ 
tators just milling around 
and it can become quite 
invasive so I just pointed 
him in the right direction.” 

The reigning Common¬ 
wealth Games champion is 
part of a 10-strong group of 
Birchfield Harriers selected 
for the Olympic and Para¬ 
lympic Games. 

Nine - including Darlas- 
ton Dart Mark Lewis- 
Francis - have been picked 
for Team GB with Ingmar 
Vos selected by the Nether¬ 
lands and Hazel insisted it 
showed the Stags are the 
country’s best. 

She said: “It’s brilliant for 
the club. I’m extremely 
proud to be affiliated with 
them. 

“They’ve been extremely 
proactive in building up the 
Games and getting extra 
sponsorship for the athletes. 

“They’ve put a lot of work 
in over the last two or three 
years. 

“I can’t speak for every 
club in the country but I 
think Birchfield are leading 
the way.” 

Hazel is joined by 
favourite Jessica Ennis and 
Katarina Johnson-Thomp- 
son in the heptathlon and 
jetted to Portugal with the 
Team GB track and field 
team for their final training 
camp.

Flame burns twice for shooter 


IT’S one down and one to go for 
Great Barr shooter Ryan Cock- 
bill. 

He carried the Olympic torch 
through Birmingham earlier this 
month. 

And the 22-year-old marksman 
is one of a handful of people lucky 
enough to have been chosen to 
carry both the Olympic and Para¬ 
lympic flames this summer. 

Cockbill is likely to compete in 
R4 (standing) and R5 (prone) 
target shooting at the Royal 
Artillery Barracks, and is an 
outside bet for a medal after 
recording two top 10 finishes at

the recent Shooting World Cup, 
in Stoke Mandeville. 

“I’m aiming first and foremost 
to enjoy the experience because 
it’s going to be a really good com¬ 
petition, a really tough competi¬ 
tion,” said Cockbill, who suffered 
a spinal cord injury in a shallow 
pool accident causing paralysis 
from the chest down in 2006. 

“It’ll be difficult to make the 
final but I’ll give it a good go. 

“You see similar faces in all of 
the big competitions as well as 


qualifying competitions, and you 
get used to facing certain oppo¬ 
nents. The Koreans are very 
strong, so are the Chinese - these 
are the nations to beat.” 

Cockbill, who also made the 
final eight at the IPC Shooting 
World Cup in Turkey, says his 
confidence has been boosted by 
his form going into a home 
Games. 

“Around 20 to 30 people com¬ 
peted and they were some of the 
top shooters in the world, so two 
top 10 finishes is great prepara¬ 
tion,” said Cockbill. 

“It’s all going the right way at 


the moment. I picked up a bronze 
medal in my previous interna¬ 
tional event in America at the end 
of 2011. 

“I also made the final of a qual¬ 
ifying event in Australia - I fin¬ 
ished sixth in that. 

“The demands involved with 
shooting are massive, it really is a 
full time thing. I spent nearly two 
weeks in both Australia and 
America. It’s nothing like a 
holiday either, although I can see 
why people might think that. The 
reality, though, is just airports, 
hotels and then out on the range 
shooting.” 


Helen takes her place 
in elite Olympic band 


HALESOWEN’S Helen Scott is one of an elite 
band - an able-bodied athlete eligible to win a 
Paralympic medal. 

Scott is a Paralympic tandem pilot for the Team GB 
cycling team and is aiming to guide her pairing to glory. 

With visually impaired star Aileen McGlynn - a three- 
times Paralympic gold medallist - on board, Scott’s job is to 
steer and go hell for leather on the pedals. 


She first joined British 
Cycling as an under-23 
Sprint Academy rider in 
2008 and moved to the GB 
Para-Cycling Team in 2010 
at the request of coach Chris 
Furber. 

It was a tough choice for 
22-year-old Scott and she 
needed convincing to give up 
her individual dreams - but 
now wouldn’t swap her role 
for the world. 

Medal 

“We’re the only able- 
bodied athletes in the Para¬ 
lympics who get a medal 
because we affect the 
outcome of the race,” said 
Scott, who will ride in the 
one-kilometre and three- 
kilometre races. 

“The running guys with 
the blind runners don’t get 
one, because they are just 
there to guide them. 

“People ask if I have to do 
anything but we’re athletes 
as well. We train as much 
and we both have to pedal 
but I have to steer as well; 
I’m a cyclist too. 

“And I really feel this is 
what I’m meant to be doing, 
I love riding tandem. I miss 
elements of riding solo 
sometimes, it can get a bit 
frustrating if you feel the 
other person isn’t doing as

much but it’s still great. 

“After I’d been in the pro¬ 
gramme about a year my 
coach came to me and said 
I’d be a really good pilot. 

“At first I said no because 
I still wanted to ride my own 
bike, I still wanted to do it on 
my own. 

“I had seen the tandem 
riders and trained with 
them but never thought 
about giving it a go. 

“Chris asked again and I 
got on the bike with one of 
the lads who is going to 
London (Neil Fachie) and he 
made it really easy for me. 
As soon as I got on it loved it. 

“It was a hard transition. 
Before it was short, snappy 
bursts but now it’s more 
endurance. 

“That was a real change as 
I was more of a sprinter and 
when we do the 3k I still find 
it hard even though we train 
for it.” 

The former Earls High 
School pupil had to leave her 
sport, PE and coaching 
science course at Birming¬ 
ham University after just 
two weeks to accept her 
place on the British Cycling 
programme.
